Scaling, which is used on 
the Atari Lynx, simply lets the system 
move objects from a far-away 
background into the foreground 
smoothly. While some machines can 
accomplish similar techniques with 
programming, no system that is out 
now can do it in hardware. If you 
want a good example of both of these 
functions in use, visit your arcade and 
play Assault.)

The GG, essentially the same as we 
talked about in previous issues, is 
going to be a little larger than the 
Game Boy and have a screen which 
measures 3.2 inches and a resolution 


a bit better than the Lynx. Games 
look very good on the GG partially 
because it can display 32 on screen 
colors out of a palette of 4096. The 
sound will be stereo and like all the 
other color portables, the 6 "AA" 
batteries will last about 3-5 hours. 

Specs are one thing but the proof is 
in the gameplay. The built in control 
pad is precise and very responsive. 
The backlighting of the screen is 


even from corner to corner and 
produces a bright sharp image. 
Considerably better than the Lynx 
but not as good as the Turbo 
Express. The sound is in stereo and 
very good. The carts are equal in 
quality to those out for the SMS but 3 
aren't enough to keep players happy 
for too long. But it's the price which 
will sell the system. It's low enough 
to give the Game Boy competition.

The big news though, came from the 
third party people. Phenomenal titles 
like Thunder Force 3, Fire Shark, 
Aero Blasters, Phelios, Whip Rush, 
Final Zone, Shadow Blasters, Hell 
Fire, Hard Drivin, Dando and Lakers 
vs Celtics are the ones to watch for. 
Most were nearly complete and 
should nicely supplement the new 
Sega games this Christmas.
